Claims 1-6 remain rejected over Saito et al. in view of 
the admitted prior art and either one of Kinose et al. or Kumazawa and the admitted prior art in 
view of Itoyama et al. and either one of Kinose et al. or Kumazawa. 

Regarding applicants arguments regarding the thermal dimensional change, the LCP 
films suggested by Saito et al. and Itoyama et al. are the same those claimed and they are 
consistent and in agreement with applicants specification, and the heat treatment suggested by 
Saito et al. as modified by the admitted prior art and either one of Kinose et al. or Kumazawa and 
the admitted prior art as modified by Itoyama et al. and either one of Kinose et al. or Kumazawa 
is performed over the same temperature range and heat treatment roll having unevenness less 
than 15 microns as that disclosed by applicant such that it appears the LCP films and the heat 
treatment of the films suggested by Saito et al. in view of the admitted prior art and either one of 
Kinose et al. or Kumazawa and the admitted prior art in view of Itoyama et al. and either one of 
Kinose et al. or Kumazawa satisfies the thermal dimensional change limitation. 
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
